Delong  Lectures  on 
German  Literature

SYSTEMS  ANALYSIS 


Finds  Country  School’s  Expendi- 
tures Lower  For  Instruction 
Than  City 

County  unit  schools  in  Utah  devote 
about  71  per  cent  of  their  total  ex- 
penditures for  instruction,  while  city 
school  systems  devote  practically  75 
per  cent,  according  to  the  findings  of 
Professor  A.  C.  Lambert  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Education,  at  Brigham  Young 
University. 

Mr.  Lambert  made  an  analysis  of 
the  money  expended  for  current  school 
purposes  in  Utah  in  1925  and  1926. 
His  analysis  and  the  interpretation  of 
the  data  are  printed  in  the  October 
issue  of  the  Journal  of  Educational 
Research. 

He  finds  that  operation  costs  take 
about  10  per  cent  of  the  total  school 
expenditures  whether  they  are  city 
county,  high  school,  or  elementary, 
and  that  this  figure  corresponds  with 
the  percentage  of  expenditure  for  the 
country  at  large. 

Mr.  Lambert,  in  his  article,  de-

RADIO  LECTURE  AND 
K-S-L  ENTERTAINERS 


“Uncle  Rosco  Explains  History, 
Secrets,  and  Predicts  Future 
of  Radio 


Musical,  Dancing,  and  Patter 
Numbers  Register  Hit  With 
Crowd  at  Hall 


"Nine  years  ago  this  month,  the 
first  message  was  sent  out  on  radio 
and  picked  up  by  a few  tiny  receiving 
sets.”  Thus  began  Mr.  Roscoe  Gro- 
ver’s address,  “Behind  the  Scenes  in 
Radio”  which  was  given  in  connection 
with  a musical  program  presented  by 
a group  of  K.  S.  L.  artists,  Wednes- 
day evening  in  College  Hall. 

The  Program  Was  Sponsored  by 
Mask  Club 

Mr.  Grover  continued,  “at  that  time 
we  had  crystal  receiving  sets,  ear- 
phones, and  batteries,  and  people 
were  all  excited  then  they  finally  were 
able  to  detect  the  words  that  were 
sent  out.  From  these  set  we  have 
a development  to  1000  watt  broad- 
casting power,  and  now  the  largest 
broadcasting  station  is  sending  out 
programs  on  a 50,000  watt  power. 

A few  years  ago  Congress  establish- 
ed a Federal  Radio  Commission, 
which  divided  the  600  broadcasting 
stations  up,  placing  about  fifty  on  a 
nationally  clear  circuit,  and  the  others 
on  their  own.  K.  S.  L.  happens  to  be 
one  of  the  fifty,  so  it  is  possible  for' 
K.  S.  L.  programs  to  be  heard  clear- 
ly many  thousands  of  miles  away. 
Telegrams  are  often  received  at  the 
station  from  Honolulu,  and  ships  in 
mid-ocean  saying  the  programs  are 
‘pounding  in  fine.’ 

One  Third  Population  Listen  In 
“One  year  ago  it  was  estimated  that 

35.000. 000  people,  or  one-third  the 
American  population  was  listening  in 
on  radio.  Now  it  is  thought  that 

45.000. 000  listen  in  at  some  time 
through  the  day.  With  so  many  in 
radio  land,  it  makes  it  necessary  for 
us  to  have  every  type  of  program 
going  out  at  different  hours  in  the 
day. 

“Radio,”  went  on  Mr.  Grover,  is 
doiifg  a great  work  for  school  child- 
ren. For  instance,  Walter  Damrosch. 
a great  personage  in  the  musical  world 
started  music  appreciation  classes 
over  the  radio.  Schools  throughout 
the  nation  installed  radios,  and  now 
in  his  own  quaint  way  he  is  bring- 
ing great  symphoneis  to  all  children. 
Soon  they  will  be  able  to  know  the 
sound  of  every  instrument  which  is  a 
wonderful  thing  for  American  mi«ic. 

Mr.  Grover’s  highly  entertaining 
talk,  his  inimitable  wit  and  stage 
presence  made  an  instant  hit  with  the 
large  crowd  attending  the  entertain- 
ment. He  mentioned  that  it  was  at 
Ihe  time  he  was  attending  the  Alpine 
Summer  School  that  he  received  his 
“call”  for  the  job  which  he  obtained 
at  the  K.  S.  L.  station. 

Entertainers  Intersperse  Lecture 
At  intervals  during  his  lecture  the 
accompanying  entertainers  gave  num- 
bers that  were  very  well  received. 
Little  Marian  Ipson,  accompanied  by 
Banjo  Eddie  was  brought  back  to  the 
stage  a number  of  times  to  sing  a 
number  of  “hot”  popular  numbers. 

Mamie  Stark,  the  lady  baritone  was 
well  received.  Her  songs,  “One  A- 
lone,”  "Dream  Memories”  and  others 
were  beautifully  rendered  as  was  in- 
dicated by  the  applause  she  received.

Utah  is  the 
only  team  that  has  run  a high  score 
on  the  Cowboys,  the  Laramie  crowd 
losing  most  of  their  games  by  one 
touchdown  margins. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Cougars 
under  Coach  Ott  Romney  will  be 
making  their  final  bow  of  the  season 
before  the  home  town  and  believe  it 
right  and  proper  that  they  should 
make  the  final  appearance  live  long 
in  the  memories  of  supporters  by  tak- 
ing a victory  from  the  Cowboys.

TO  AN  IMPARTIAL  HISTORY 


Of  particular  interest  to  people  of  this  state  and  especially  to 
those  of  the  Latter  Day  Saint  faith  is  a new  book  just  off  the 
University  of  Washington  press  containing  the  history  of  the 
founding  of  Utah.  This  history,  which  was  written  by  Dr.  Leland 
Hargrave  in  fulfillment  of  his  doctor  of  philosophy  degree  require- 
ments, is  an  entirely  impartial  history  with  neither  an  axe  to  grind 
or  a dogma  to  preach.  This  fact  alone  stamps  the  book  a^  a needed 
addition  to  the  voluminous  and  partial  works  on  the  beehive  state 
early  history. 

Many  of  the  accounts  heretofore  have  been  either  cynically
